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Minorities

Minorities are treated unfair- 
ly by the Québec government, 
according to a coalition of com- 
munity organisations. 

The coalition, the Committee 
for the Promotion of Minorities 
(CPM), called a press con- 
ference Wednesday to expose 
the provincial authorities' reluc- 
tance to implement an affir- 
mative action program — the 
hiring of workers of ethnic 
origins. 

In the spring of 1981, the PQ 
government published a report 
entitled "Quebecers: Each and 
Every One," a plan to integrate 
non-francophones into Québec 
society and "guarantee their 
right to work and to equal 
employment opportunities in 
the Québec civil service." 

The Committee for the Im- 
plementation of the Plan of Ac- 
tion for the Cultural Com- 
munities (CIPACQ was then 
formed in October, 1981. As 
yet, CIPACC has not released 
any of its findings. 

"We want to know what's 
going on," said CPM Ad-Hoc 
Chairperson Pascual Delgado. 
"We have a right to know." 

CIPACC reports directly to 
the Minister of Immigration 
and Cultural Communities, 
Gérald Godin. 

^ ' ' It's the most positive plan in 
all the provinces, we recognise 
that," Delgado said. "But 
there's no information 
available. We want to know 
what's happening. 

"CIPACC says their role is to 
recommend points to the 
Minister and that it's not their 
job to release reports of their 
findings," he said. 

The press release denounces 
the government for taking very 



little action in implementing its 
affirmative action policy. Of 29 
promises, the government has 
only kept six. Only seven of the 
18 government agencies af- 
fected by the plan have acted 
upon its recommendations. 

Greek Workers' Association 
(GWA) president Georgoulis 
Konstantinos stated, "our pro- 
blem isn't so much with 
CIPACC. It's with the govern- 
ment promises that haven't 
been kept." 

The CPM wants CIPACC to 
be assigned executive powers 
and to make its findings public. 

The minority groups believe 
ethnic representation in the 
public and para-public sectors is 
inadequate. The press release 
especially points to commis- 
sions that "directly service the 
•cultural communities' (i.e., the 
Québec Human Rights Com- 
mission, the Council on the 
Status of Women, the Labor 
Standards Commission, the 
Caisses de dépôt, etc.)." 

"We're not attacking the 
government," Delgado said. 
"We just want to, be respected 
and have access to 
positions.. .It's time to stop say- 
ing we're immigrants, or that 
we have a marginal status in 
society." 

The government is doing little 
to relieve racial tensions such as 
those recently revealed in the 
taxi industry inquiry. 

The CPM report asks: "How 
long can the economic recession 
be blamed for this inaction? 
And should the immigrant 
population continue to bear the 
burden of an economic crisis 
which we had no part in 
creating?" 

In this the International Year 
of Communications, the CPM 



wants the govei 
crease its assistance to press and 
media which reflect the 
minorities and service their 
communities." 

As well, the CPM wants the 
government to consider minori- 
ty youth when addressing youth 
unemployment. 

The meeting was held at 
GWA headquarters on" Pare 
Avenue. The Chinese

Association, the Centre éducatif 
des Haïtiens de Montréal, the 
Berbère Socio- Cultural Associa- 
tion and La Maisonnée attend- 
ed.

At a meeting of students and 
professors yesterday, Michael 
Bristol, the acting Chair of the 
Department of English, 
responded to an open letter 
written by an ad hoc committee 
of students expressing their con- 
cern about "certain policies 
employed by the Drama Pro- 
gram this year." 

Bristol said he was "concern- 
ed about communication bet-, 
ween students and faculty in the 
program." He added, though, 
that an "academic unit like the 
Drama Program can't be run on 
the same basis as a barber shop 
— we can't take surveys and 
answer all demands. 

"We've tried to involve 
students in a wide range of 
things, including decision- 
making. Students input and 
creativity has had a significant 
impact in this Program," said

Bristol said the Drama Pro- 
gram has always encouraged 
student participation in the 
decision-making process and 
that the more information they 
have, the better their participa- 
tion. 

After a discussion of the 
philosophy and emphasis of the 
Drama Program at McGill, 
Bristol spoke of the recent con- 
troversy surrounding the pro- 
duction of The Importance of 
Being Earnest. 

"What did Earnest really 
cost?" asked Bristol-" I'd like 
to know. So would Dean Max- 
well:*' 

Approximate estimates for 
the production's cost were 
$9,000 for set materials and bet- 
ween six and eight thousand 
dollars for costumes, publicity 
and other costs. 

Brenda Anderson, the direc- 
tor of Earnest later noted that 
returns on the play amounted to 
83.54 per cent of its cost. 
Another recent production, 
What the Butler Saw had a 500 
per cent return.

• In the face , of impending 
budget cuts, McGill's clubs and 
interest groups elected their ' 
three delegates to Students' 
Council yesterday j»fternoon. 

Twenty-eight groups sent 
representatives to the club 
meeting where eleven can- 
didates were presented for 
Council positions. 

Amnesty International 
member and present Students' 
Society Returning officer Marcy 
Vigoda, Debating Union Presi- 
dent Scott Keating and Interna- 
tional Students' Association 
President Amalia Martinez were 
elected. 

"1 didn't promise anything," 
said Vigoda, "but we're going 
to have to worry about club cut- 
backs. We'll have to try and see 
that funds aren't cut — par- 
ticularly for those groups that 
are constantly trying to reach 
out and inform or educate 
students." 

Keating was also concerned 
with the effects of Students' 
Society budget cuts. 

"Cuts should be made across 
the board not only on clubs. We 
should also look at things like 
The Tribune whose mandate is 
to cover the things that the clubs 
are doing. If there's nothing 
happening because the clubs 
have no money then we should 
consider cutting them too," he. 
said. 

The Students' Society's 
managerial staff should also be 
a possible target for financial 
cuts, Keating stated, 

"Concordia University 
Students Association has many 
less managers and they even 
manage to make a profit. 
There's no denying that there is 
a lot of fat in the Students' 
Society, we can come up with 
ways of saving money," he af- 
firmed.

5.7% residence fee increase?

The decision as to whether or 
not McGill residence students 
will be paying a 5.7 per cent fee 
hike or not is still uncertain. 

The University Residence 
Council (URQ unanimously 
voted February 21st to reject the 
proposed 1983/84 budget "on 
the basis of the lack of consulta- 
tion in the matters of fee struc- 
ture and services offered." 

The budget, proposed by the 
Director of Physical Resources 
and Business Operations 
Samuel Kingdon, has since been 



approved by the Board's finan- 
cial body, the Budget Planning 
Group, which has no student 
representation. 

The budget was then referred 
to the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Governors. The 
group "didn't want to take any 
action without having the mat- 
ter discussed among the full 
Board of Governors," said 
Steven Matthews President of 
Inter-Residence Council (IRQ.

Showing a fist 

"I just might punch you in the face." 
"If you punch my face I will punch your face." 
"If you try, I'll punch your fist before it hits my face. 
•Til have you know that if you try to grao my fist, I'll punch your fist first." 
"And how do you know you could ever pimch my fist? You might not see it 
before it hits your face." 
"Well, I'll watch your fists." 
•Til watch your fists." 

"So if one of us tries to punch the other one's face the first fist punching would 
get punched first. 

"Or before that, the second fist punching could get punched before it punched 
the first fist and then a face gets punched." 

For the last twenty years, the bottom line of U.S. and Soviet defence policy has 
been Mutual Assured Destruction. MAD would ensure neither would ever launch 
a nuclear attack — the logic being that an equal distribution of fear meant con- 
tinued peace. 

Ronald Reagan's proposal Wednesday night to build anti-ballistic missile 
systems will shatter this balance, if in fact it ever existed. . 

The weapons in question, Intercontinental Ballistic Missiles (ICBMs), are land- 
based rockets which are launched into space, to re-enter the atmosphere up to 
5,000 miles away and land detonating their nuclear warhead. 

"Would it not be better to save lives than to avenge them?" Reagan asked on 
T.V. from the White House Wednesday night. Reagan is back, now a voice for 
peace offering an instrument which destroys nuclear weapons. 

The reasoning behind the anti-ballistics is that they would destroy Soviet 
weapons in flight, preventing them from striking American cities. 

There arc several things wrong with this logic: 

1) If the U.S. produces an anti-ballistic missile, the Soviets can match it as they 
have done before. Ronald Reagan said Wednesday night that "there was a time 
when we were able to offset superior Soviet number with higher quality. But to- 
day they arc building weapons as sophisticated and modern as our own." 

2) Even if the Soviets can't build their own anti-ICBM the principle of.deterrencc 
is invalidated because the U.S. now has less reason to fear entering a nuclear war. 

3) How many new weapons systems does the U.S. need to guarantee they are 
deterring the Soviets? The White House has already proposed the Stealth invisible 
bomber, the neutron bomb, the Cruise missile, the Pershing 11 missile, laser 
weaponry, the Bl bomber, the new, improved, "hardened" missile silo, and 
various combinations and packages mixing all of the above. 

The development of Anti-ballistics makes nuclear war. more feasible since it 
proppses a way of stopping a nuclear war once it has been started. Conceptualis- 
ing a missile dogfight in the stratosphere, conventionalises nuclear warfare in 
terms anybody can understand and Ronald Reagan can explain. And in the event 
of an actual fight, since no system is foolproof, some of these weapons could get 
through. 

Nothing concrete has ever come out of arms reduction negotiations between 
the superpowers. They have, however, agreed on an Anti-Ballistic Missile Treaty 
— no anti-ballistic weapons. How can we trust the U.S.'s sincerity to freeze or 
reduce arms at Geneva, if they propose breaking what few agreements they signed 
in the past? 

Meanwhile Reagan says: "Our only purpose: one all people share — is to 
search for ways to reduce the danger of nuclear war." 

Not only is Reagan's rationale inverted, his style is sinister. As a former actor, 
he retains the ease at dramatically communicating ideas: appeal to traditional 
values and fears, evoke emotion with shock images, and bring on simple illustra- 
tions, selling you the whole deal. 

Why did Reagan see fit to bring in allegations about Soviet spying installations 
in Cuba when talking essentially about building laser weapons systems? The sub- 
ject is irrelevant to the debate, except on an emotional level: 'The Russians arc 
coming, get your gun!' 

spending, not a decrease in military spending. 

He pointed out that some Democrats in the House of Representatives want to 
cut defence spending by $163 billion over the next five years. What he did not 
point out is that they are proposing cuts in a long-term defence budget which pro- 
poses the largest increase in defence spending in U.S. history: $1 trillion over five 
years. An unimaginable sum of money. 

Reagan assures us there is "significant progress" being made at arms reduction 
talks currently going on in Geneva, while politically gesticulating with this or that 
new weapons system. On the same day Vice-President George Bush is in Ottawa 
warning: "If we just roll over, what incentive do the Soviets have to negotiate?" 

Other claims Ronald Reagan has been making: 
•The peace movement in Western Europe and the disarmament and freeze 
movements in North, America are funded and controlled by Soviet agents. 
•God is on the side of nuclear arms build-up, and that anyone who disagrees is 
out of touch with God. 

Reagan says that he is misunderstood. 

George Bush went into further detail on this in Ottawa Wednesday, saying 
Reagan's sincere interest in arms reductions has not been understood and that 
Reagan really docs not want more nuclear weapons. "We're for peace," said 
Bush. '-:>'■

On Friday, March 25 th and Saturday, 
March 26, 1983 a major symposium en- 
titled "The Forgotten Holocaust: The 
Artificially Created Famine in Ukraine" 
will be held at the University of Québec 
à Montreal (UQAM) in which over 15 
distinguished scholars will partake from 
universities across Canada, the United 
States and France. The Symposium is 
being sponsored by the Inter-University 
Centre for European Studies in Mon- 
tréal and the Canadian Institute of 
Ukrainian Studies in Edmonton. 

There are over 30 survivors of the 1933 
man-made famine living in Montréal 
alone. 

The artificial famine, which extended 
from the fall of 1932 to the summer of 
1933, took the lives of almost seven 
million victims and was excecuted in at- 
tempted secrecy by Stalin's regime in a 
campaign of genocide against the 
population of Eastern Ukraine. Discuss- 
ed in a broad context, the Symposium 
•» 



will be the first in a series of events 
across Canada marking the 50th an- 
niversary of the man-made famine in 
Ukraine (1933-1983). 

The Symposium will be held at 
UQAM, 1193 Phillips Square, Room 
8800, from 9:30 AM to 12 noon, and 
from 1:30 pm to 5 pm.

I Just 
wanted to tell you what I saw. and how I 
don't think being a poor starving student 
really is all that bad anymore.

Schizophrenic Jews 
To tha Daily, 

Ron Fleishman's latest anti-semitic 
diatribe hits a new low. His rabid negative 
stereotyping ol Jews is outrageous, and the 
publication ol his twoletlers calls into ques- 
tion the Daily's prolessed policy ol not prin- 
ting racist correspondence. 

Mr. Fleishman's lirst canard was his 
claim that while "gentiles accept their poor, 
albeit at arm's length. Jewish people abhor 
their poor and generally classify them as 
"schizophrenics" (Jan.28). I did not state 
in my previous letter that Mr. Fleishman has 
at his disposal "evidence" to corroborate 
his slur, as he falsely claims (Feb.21). What 
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I did say was: "If Mr. Fleishman has any 
evidence that rich Jews — which he 
presumably means by 'Jewish people' - 
regard poor Jews any differently than rich 
non-Jews regard poor non-Jews, one would 
certainly like to hear about it.

Mr. Fleishman claims that I 
quoted him out ol context, but he Is unable 
to enlighten us either by placing his anti- 
semitic remarks "in context", or by citing 
any "evidence". 

Instead, he pursues the tactic ol every 
bigot - he changes the sub|ect. shifts 
ground at will, and digs up new foibles ol 
the group under attack, (eg. He tries to drag 
ion, completely cut ol context, Israel's links 
with the Christian Phalange). 

He also characteristically makes more 
sweeping, impressionistic charges based on 
unbelievably superficial, and quite distorted 
"evidence". For instance, we are told that 
the song "II I were a Rich Man"lrom "Fid- 
dler on the Rool" - no doubt drawn Irom 
Mr. Fleishman's vast and intimate 
knowledge ol Yiddish culture - is an exam- 
ple of a people "preoccupied with money 
and phoney status seeking." Jews are 
alluded to as a "war-like sect". Irrespec- 
tive of their wealth, Jews are "japs" 
because of their attitude. And to top oil his 
racist ranting, he closes by distinguishing 
between mankind and Jews, which he ap- 
parently thinks are mututally exclusive 
categories. / 

Mr. Fleishman also feels I am unlair to 
call him a misogynist after he blames the 
alleged narrow-mindedness ol women — for 
the lad that he is a bachelor. Yet he Is 
unable to explain how his sexist remarks 
have been misinterpreted, and again 
changes the subject. 

Finally, Mr. Fleishman apparently 
misunderstands the term "ethnotherapy 
It has nothing to do with Bible study - 
where on earth did he get that notion? It is a 
form ol psychotherapy - administered by 
professional psychologists — for blacks 
who seek acceptance in WASP society by 
railing against "lazy niggers", for French 
Canadians who hate "dumb frogs " , and for 
Jews like Mr. Fleishman who have an 
obsessive hatred ol "money-seeking 'japs 
". (Attacking the women of one's own 
ethnic group is a typical syndrome of this 
disease.)

The promoters Insist that Terravenlure Is 
harmless since "real" bullets are not used. 
Just good, clean (and for some, profitable) 
fun. ; > 

There is something very sick in an at- 
titude that sees the act ol killing as "fun." 
Violence Is fid a gun or bullet, but the men- 
tality of the user. Terravenlure Is clearly the 
physical extension of a very violent trend in 
society that invests millions In violent video 
games and pornography. A view ot violence 
in any form as a "game" Is a horrible 
manifestation of the elfed ol blood and gore 
sensationalism that numbs feelings ol sym 
pathy and respect lor lile, spiritual and 
physical.

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Soviets made famine in 1933

Suppose six million more 
people die from hunger, what of 
it? It is stilt worth the price of 
communism. 

Sklar, a Soviet official quoted 
in the New York Evening Jour- 
nal, 1935. 

Some six million Ukrainians 
lost their lives in a man-made 
, famine in the Soviet Union, 
from 1932-1934. 

Created artificially and ex- 
ecuted secretly by Stalin's 
regime, it has been denied by 
Soviet authorities and is rarely 
mentionned by Western 
historians. 

Ironically, the famine oc- 
cured in one of the richest farm- 
ing districts of the entire Eura- 
sian land mass. The agricultural 
importance of the Ukraine, as 
well, as its oil and mineral 
wealth, have made it subject to 
centuries of Russian exploita- 
tion. While the immediate cause 
of the 1933 famine was seizure 
of mass quantities of grain from 
the peasantry, the action was 
meant to destroy a potential 
force against Stalinism. 

The Ukraine was briefly in- 
dependent from 1918-1921. 
Later efforts at autonomy 
threatened Stalin's vision of a 
centralized and Russianized 
Soviet Union. 

Eye witness accounts describe 
the dessimation of entire 
villages and farm land. There 
are accounts of mass burials 
and outbreaks of cannibalism. 
To contain the famine to Ukrai- 
nian areas, the Soviet regime 
staffed border checkpoints to 
prevent refugees from fleeing, 



into Russia. 

In late J 933, the New York 
Jewish Daily Forward reported 
that "we saw it with our own 
eyes in Ukraine. Unrestrained 
famine ravaged, and does to 
this day along with hunger, 



on the famine. When the of- 
ficial Austrian newspaper 
Reichspost printed that million 
were being wiped out by the 
famine, Pravda responded that 
this was a "vulgar slander, dirty 
invention" that had been 




typhus, swollen naked corpses, 
empty villages whose in- 
habitants have been deported, 
died or run away, and with can- 
nibalism that has ceased to be a 
punishable crime." 

But few newspapers reported 



"cooked up by the eidtors of 
Reichspost in order to divert the 
attention of their own workers 
from their hard and hopeless 
situation." 

Early in 1933, the Ukraine 
was declared out of bounds for 



foreign correspondants. While 
the artificially-induced famine 
raged, Soviet authorities con- 
tinued to export millions of 
bushels of high quality Ukrai- 
nian grain to the West. 

1 .8 million tons of grain and 
other foodstuffs were exported 
mainly via the Black Sea ports, 
according to E. Ammende in his 
book, "Human Life 1 in 
Russia." 

Ammende claimed that 
Moscow has "a direct interest in 
the destruction of a large part of 
the generation now living in 
Ukraine." . 

As well, Soviet authorities 
continued to deny the existence 
of a crisis. The European press 
began reporting the famine only 
in the autumn of 193S. 

A Swiss newspaper, Did Neue 
Zuc Rischcr Zeitung reported 
that the famine was "a fact that 
no longer can be kept secret 
frmo the world. 

"This unprecedented 
plunder, this planned extirpa- 
tion of a great people is carried 
out not in some uncivilized 
country but within the limits of 
our own continent," continues 
the article. 

Since the 1930's millions of 
Ukrainians have died or been 
sent to camps in Siberia. Little 
is known of the Ukrainian dissi- 
dent movement in the West. 
The veil of censorship obscuring 
the reality of Soviet conditions 
persists. 

As a reporter for The London 
Times wrote in 1935: "The full 
story of this vigorous campaign, 
officially prescribed ' from 



Moscow, will probably never be 
told." 

A symposium on "The 
Forgot ton Holocaust" will be 
held today and tomorrow at

tréal. It is sponsored by the 
Inter-University Centre for 
European Studies in Montréal 
and the Canadian Institute for 
Ukrainian studies in Edmonton.

Unemployed together in Thunder Bay

"The economic crisis is a 
question of power. Who has 
it? The organizations controll- 
ing investment. Who respects 
it? Government. Who suffers 
by it? Workers. " 

That was the message of 
Jean-Claude Parrot, leader of 
the Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers (CUPW) to a crowd 
of 200 in a public forum on the 
economic crisis and its victims, 
last weekend in Thunder Bay. 

The forum, which included 
an address by Archbishop of 
Thunder Bay John O'Mara, 
and a controversial statement 
on the economic crisis by one 
of the signatories of the Cana- 
dian Conference of Catholic 
Bishops', was organized by the 
Thunder Bay Unemployed 
Workers Association 
(TBUWA). 

Thunder- Bay has a 17.5 per 
cent unemployment rate. The 
TBUWA knows only too well 
who has 



weekend's public forum was 
one of a series of activités in- 
the campaign to organise the 
unemployed of Thunder Bay. 

The association began last 
November when Mike Mullcr, 
at that time an unemployed 
shipyard worker and former 
shop steward In his United 



''It was a way of bringing 
the unemployed together and 
making Christmas fun. 
Christmas can be a real burden 
when you're unemployed with 
no money for toys for the 
kids. You need fun things to 
relieve the pain and pressure," 
he said. 



newspapers, offering help in 
processing unemployment in- 
surance (UI) claims and giving 
information -on dealing with 
mortgage payments. They let 
the message run for a week. 

After three months of 
meeting in members' homes, 
the core group of 17 have

Steelworkers of America local, 
decided to organise a 
Christmas party for the 
unemployed and their 
families, with the help of other 
'powe'r^Yasi unemployed workers. 



With a donation of $600 
from ten union locals the em- 
bryonic association threw a 
party for 50 kids. Using the re- 
maining funds, th?y placed an 
advertisement in the local 



developed a statement of pur- 
pose. They are circulating it 
with the help of Thunder Bay 
union locals, to the 
unemployed. 
"The TBUWA has been 



forced to fight for extended UI 
benefits for as long as a 
worker is out of work — not 
the current 50-weck max- 
imum; no evictions from our 
homes or repossessions of our 
furniture and cars. If Dome 
Petroleum, Chrysler, etc. can 
be bailed out, why not work- 
ing people? Job creation in- 
stead of promises." 

Muller says this campaign to 
reach the jobless "is difficult 
due to the isolation of the 
unemployed." 

Nonetheless, through 
organised talks for the public, 
and "Rock for Jobs" dances, 
he hopes to sensitize the public 
to the plight of the 
unemployed. He intends to 
form a strong, labour- 
supported, organisation for 
them. 

Mullcr looks to Hamilton, 
which has 'an association for 
the unemployed of '500 
members, as an example of 
what can be done.

By no means do the actors 
lack energy and they certainly 
enjoy themselves. They sing 
with gusto, verve and smiles, 
although, on occasion, for fear 
of blasting us in this small 
theatre, they are too quiet. Par- 
ticular mention should be given 
to Diana Kolpak, Josh Morris 
and Paula Rosen. All three ac- 
tors add energy, innuendo and 
a"touch of class" to the pro- 
duction. 

Kolpak sings a splendidly 
melancholic song in the second 
act as a bride lamenting that 
"There's a Long Long Trail" to 
the alter. She is technically the 
most sophisticated performer in 
the cast. Her use of gesture is 
well-timed and she knows how 
to conserve as well as direct 
energy. 

Morris is a likeable master of 
ceremonies. He guides the show 
with a smile from cheek to 
cheek, the crack of a whip, and 
a full resonating voice. His 
movement is occasionally off 
balance and consequently 
dissipates energy. 

Rosen has the sophistication 
coupled with the innocence that 
it takes to play the sultry British 



patriotic slut who sings "I'll 
Make a Man of You." 

Keep your ears open for An- 
drew Johnson's carressing con- 
tralto solo "When this Lousy 
War is Over." Peter Manos and 
Mary Lynn Fiske are competent 
(even though Fiske has a cold) 
and share a lovely moment 
together writing letters home in 
opposite territories of the tren- 
ches. 

Jennifer Clibbon tries to steal 
the show too often without suc- 
cess but she struts and smiles 
well. Christopher Ives' facial 
expressions and movement is 
reminiscent of an ostrich but he 
is having fun. Dina Graser is 
frequently inaudible as she 
doesn't seem to get her tongue 
around the different accents she 
hasn't quite mastered. On the 
whole the cast has panache and 
enjoy themselves. 

The costumes help establish 
the characters and connect the 
skits but the changes are rushed, 
making them seem excessive. 
The actors, dressed in Pierrot 
clown costumes intermittently 
wear insignia and national ap- 
parel, dance and prance 
through the show. The colors 
and recognisable garb, although 
pleasant, flash too fast before 
our eyes. The lighting is colorful 
and mood provoking, the set ef- 
fective. 

The three piece band which 
had its moments and missed 
notes, sits atop a round plat- 
form upstage right. A red bench 
transports us and the characters 
to different settings. The dazzl- 
ing floor with its concentric 
silver triangles adds to the 
whirling choreography. 

Lack of movement is hardly a 
problem with this show, variety 
of movement is. The small size 




of the theatre and the proximity 
of the audience may contribute 
to the sense that too many 
clowns twirl in the same pattern 
from song to song. 

In addition to clowns, there is 
a parade of authentic black and 
white WWI photographs on a 
screen upstage center, beneath a 
red neon ticker-tape of Oh 
What a Lovely War and actors 
dead or missmg. Combined 
with the clowns; characters and 
costumes, this is at times effec- 
tive, but overall to much to 
take. 

The missing links in all this 
arc British slapstick humor and 
status. The actors," 
choreographer and director 
have not managed to combine 
the slapstick with the wit. Some 
lines lack humor cither because 
the slapstick has not been timed 
or the wit is not understood. 

Then there is the problem of 
status. With many of the games 
and much of the humor based 
on status between characters the 
actors concentrate too much on 
the styles rather than the status 
of the different countries' 
characters. We all know that 
Americans consider their hones- 
ty superior, the French their 
language, the Germans their in- 
tellect and the English their 
character. 

All in all they had fun; so did 
I and so might you. 

Oh What a Lovely War con- 
tinues at Players' Theatre 
through to March 27.

Fripperlronlcs play at McGill

» Most of the live music that 
McGill students are provided 
with (or is it programmed?) is . 
'mainstream'. It's all Canadian 
rock — palatable polished 
leather jacketed neo-punk and 
the inevitable stream of heavy- 
rock phallus poseurs. 

But it is what the people 
want. The dedicated people who 
spend long hours getting con- 
certs on this campus together 
are as restricted by the limits of 
•popular taste' as Donald K. 
Donald is. Unlike the commer- 
cial ' entrepreneurs, however, 
they want to see more than just 
a profit at the end of the night. 

Somehow this all comes down 
to a 'plug' for Robert Fripp on 
Wednesday March 30th at 8:00 
pm in Lcacock 132. 

Some unmentionable hacks 
would love to tout Fripp by the 
associations of names you must 
have heard — King Crimson — 
you must have heard about 
them, and hey, he's done an 
album with that guy from the 
Police... Someone told me that 
David Bowie was influenced by 
him. 

In fact, the above would con- 
stitute some, very good reasons 
why you shouldn't be interested 
in Fripp... But there is more. 

Fripp has been attempting to 
fuse new tonal structures with 



melodic innovations and non- 
musical creative concepts — 
utilising the random creation 
aids of things like the Oblique 
Strategy cards (tarot-type cards 
with suggestions, phrases and 
images for breaking creative 
blocks and stimulating ideas) — 
sometimes it works and 
sometimes it doesn't, but at 
least Fripp is doing something 
that isn't immitativc and com- 
mercial. 

Fripp's musical ideology — 
Frippertronics — includes one 
thousand and one new things 
you can do on a lonely night 
with a synthesizer and your best 
friend's guitar. Fused with tonal 
and musical structures and con- 
cepts that even incorporate the 
infamous Ganelan of Java, the 
resultant sound varies from 
traditional " sounding neo-rock 
to decypherable noises. 

Fripp even has a political line 
on the leeches that constitute 
the music industry, but docs it 
all add up to a worthwhile even- 
ing's entertainment? 

The event won't just be a con- 
cert, there'll be a demonstra- 
tions of instruments, structures 
and ideas in action. Somewhere 
in there were supposed to learn 
something about Fripp's 
musicology. 

Fripp's lecture-concerts have 
a reputation of going both 



ways, so, in all honesty, the 
event might be a total waste of 
money. But there's just as much 
chance it will be something 
entertaining and (gasp) 
enlightening. 

And if Fripp's event is a suc- 
cess maybe we'll get to see more 
alternative promotions at 
McGill. Maybe.
